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in the event of his refusal so to do, he shall be barred from fur-
ther prosecuting such action. If dispute shall arise over the
amount due for costs, application for the determination of the
amount of costs acerued shall be made to any eircuit judge in
the county in which such action shall be pending and such de-
termination shall be made by such circuit judge.

2. Such demand for the assignment of such mortgage may be
made at any time before or after judgment, and if after judg-
ment, the said plaintiff in such action, or his assignee shall, upon
such demand and tender as aforesaid being made, execute to the
person making such demand a written assignment of such judg-
ment.

Section 2. This act shall take effeet upon passage and pub-
fication,

CHAPTER 236.
